The loan was sought by the Florida 
Agrecstare and Industrial Relief 
Commission, a state body. under a 
contract arrangement whereby the 
Union Bag and Paper Company of 
New York agreed to lease the mill. 

Churles W. Boyce, secretary of the 
American Paper and Pulp Association, 
appeared in opposition. He claimed 
the pulp industry must be considered 
from a world viewpoint and bascd ob-, 
jections principally on a_ predicted 
demoralization of the paper market if 
the world pulp supply were increased. 

Views Differ. 

Lewis Calder, president of Union 
Bag, took isaue with Boyce, citing 
that previous disturbances in the in- 
dustry were not due to fluctuations in 
pulp prices, but began first in the 
paper markets and later were reflect- 
ed back to pulp. 

Calder said Union Bag, one of the 
largest importers of pulp, was foreed 
abroad for this primary wood product 
“hecause we can’t get it in America.” 
He told the PWA board of review, 
which conducted the hearing, his com- 
pany gladly would use domestic pulp 
if it. were available, assuming quality.

Nora Baker, 18, of 43 Whitehall 
terrace, who entered a suicide pact 
with Pauline Trollinger, her 19-year- 
old chum Tuesday, was reported at 
Grady hospital late Wednesday night 
as “resting comfortably.”

Secretary Perkins today reviewed 
events which led to the general walk- 
out but she avoided predictions as to 
what might happen, or expressions of 
opinion about recent developments. 
She did say, however, that the vote by 
the general strike committee for arbi- 
tration “indicated a spirit of reason- 
ableness.” 

The secretary said attempts to pre- 
vent the general strike had failed be- 
ceause ship owners and marine work- 
ers could not reach an agreement to 
arbitrate their differences. 

Stumbling Block. 

Had this breach been patched, she 
said, the longshoremen’s dispute, con- 
nected only indirectly with the sea- 
man’s strike, probably would have 
been submitted to arbitration. 

She said some of the deep water 
shipowners rejected proposals for out- 
right arbitration but had agreed to 
deal with representatives of the strik- 
ing seamen chosen through elections 
under the auspices of the longshore- 
men's board. 

The marine unions, the secretary 
added, turned down this plan because 
there was no certainty that questions 
not settled in the employer-employe 
negotiations ould be submitted to 
arbitration. 

The secretary was asked whether 
an attempt had been made by federal 
officials to “bring pressure upon the 
shipowners to accept arbitration since 
they are getting subsidies from the 
government.” 

“They are getting no subsidies from 
this department,” Miss Perkins an- 
swered.

Johnson, gov- 
ernment spokesman in the dispute, 
asserted: “The first step to peace 
and an agreement ie to lift that 
strike.” 


Mayor Angelo J. Rossi, of San 
Francisco, in a statement said: “In 
the presence of a general strike, 
nothing can be arbitrated or accom- 
plished. The strike must be ended.” 


About the same time, Harry 
Bridges, militant leader of the 
striking longshoremen whose strike 
was the cause of the sympathetic 
general walkout of union labor in 
the west coast port city, caused a 
flurry by first remarking to news- 
papermen: “The general strike is 
over, but the longshoremen are not 
beaten,” and quickly repudiating 
his comment. 

Johnsen, alse said that if the gen- 
eral strike were called off, he 
would recommend removal of the 
national guardsmen. He conferred 
with strike leadere and planned to 
talk with employers. 

Another development was the 
formal call by the federal long- 
shoremen’s strike board for imme- 
diate cancellation of all walkouts 
and the submission of the original 
issue—the longshoremeh and mari- 
time workers’ dispute—to collective 
bargaining and arbitration.

Two conferences, one by the ship- 
owners and the other by Mayor 
Angelo Rosst and other mediators, 
were under way. 

Seattle waterfront strikers, an-

the general strike and said the 
strike was neither ordered nor au- 
thorized by the national body. 

Five thousand citizens were 
sworn in at the towns of Berkeley, 
Piedmont and Alameda, across the 
bay from San Francisco, to protect 
property.

PITTMAN, HOWARD 


Double-Barreled Attack 
Unloosed in Governor’s 
Race at Club Meet. 


LITHONIA. Ga. July 18.—A 
two-handed attack on the record of 
Governor Talmadge was made here to- 
day by Judge Ciaude Pittman,. candi- 
date for governor, and former Con- 
gressman Schley Howard. 

Speaking at a-barbecue sponsored 
by the Lithonia Women’s Club, Judge 
Pittman said charges of “mud-sling- 


. ing” in the campaign were unfounded, 


and contended the official records of 


persons holding public office are legiti- 
mate subjects for open discussion. 

Delivering an address much along 
the same lines as he gave at Macon 
last night, Judge Pittman declared 
the expenditures of the department of 
agriculture were heavily increased 
while Governor Talmadge was a can- 
didate for office, and charged sums 
were paid by the department to 
Charles Stewart while the latter was 
a member of the legislature. 

He also attacked the economy claims 
of the present administration and said 
Governor Russell saved the state more 
money than had been saved by Gover- 
nor Talmadge. 

In introducing Judge Pittman, Mr. 
Howard said the eagle once “soared 
over the capitol dome in the purity of 
uncontaminated political atmosphere 
but alas, the eagle has flown to other 
regions and the buzzard has taken its 
place.” 

“Never in the history of Georgia 
have as many discredited and dishon- 
est grafters and racketeers rosted un- 
der the dome of your capitol.as roost 
there today,” he said. 

“If Talmadge, while he was com- 

missioner of agriculture, took state 
money in furtherance of his cam- 
paign, he is a dishonest man,” Judge 
Pittman declared. He cited figures 
to show that salaries and expense ac- 
counts in the agriculture department 
were spectacularly increased during 
Talmadge’s 1932 campaign for gover- 
nor. 
Judge Pittman also .attacked the 
economy claims of the present gover- 
nor and declared that former Gov- 
ernor Russell “did a better job in 
1932 by $1,194.586.42 than Gover- 
nor Talmadge did in 1933.” He said 
that by the same method of reasoning 
under which Governor Talmadge 
claims to have saved $6,745,866 in 
1933. Governor Russell save $7,940,- 
452 in 19382. 

“Governor Russell did not effect his 
economies where the weak and help- 
less would be hurt,” Judge Pittman 
said. “Talmadge reduced the expen- 
diture for our common school chil- 
dren $1,200,000. He took over $500,- 
000 from our Confederate soldiers and 


1 widows; he took $498,568 from our 


tubercular patients at Also and our 
insane people at Milledgeville, all in 
the name of economy. I point to this 
$2,250,000 as blood money.” 

“T promise you,” Pittman declared, 
“that when I am governor that I 
will never deprive the old soldiers 
of their pensions, the common schools 
of funds with which to operate, and 
the helpless insane at Milledgeville 
and the tubercular at Alto of the ne- 
cessities of life and boast of it as 
‘economy.’ 

“No Georgian can ever say he or 
she is proud that savings have been 
effected at the expense of our chil- 
dren and at the expense of those who 
cannot raise a voice in their own 
defense. and this same ‘economy’ 
which has increased the death rate 
at Milledgeville by nearly 100 per cent 
is shameful and damnable.” 

Ridiculing the “Talmadge stage 
plays,” and referring to statements 
made at a meeting in Atlanta Tues- 
day night that “the state is 100 per 
cent for Talmadge,” Judge Pittman 
asked why, if they think this to be 
true, they hold meetings, pay large 
sums to broadcast addresses over ra- 
dio, and use highway trucks and auto- 
mobiles of state employes to haul peo- 
ple to the Talmadge meetings?” 

Launching into a discussion of his 
program, Judge Pittman called “un- 
just and unfair” the $3 flat rate for 
automobile license tags to big com- 
mercial trucks and buses which op- 
erate between Atlanta and Chatta- 
nooga and on the Dixie highway paral- 
lel to the state-owned railroad line 
which pays $1,500 per day to the state 
for the right to use that line, He

Organized labor must not only

Bull-Fighting. 

We were down in Nimes the other 
day to see Juan Belmonte, the fa- 
mous bull-sticker, back in the ring 
after years of retirement. Belmonte is 
one of the greatest toreadors whoo 
ever thrilled Spanish arenas, This 
time he nearly paid with his life to 
the call of “blood and sand.” The 
news that the great Belmonte, who 
killed more than 2,400 bulls and was 
wounded more than 20 times in his 
dangerous méthod of fighting, which 
is called “battling in the cradle of 
the horns,” was to return attracted 
tens of thousand of Spaniards to 
France. Half-a-dozen ambassadors 
were there. Belmonte, wearing his 
brilliant scarlet costume, encrusted 
with gold embroidery, was given a 
thunderous ovation as he entered the 
arena with his quadrilla and took his 
place calmly as a ferocious black An- 
dalusian bull was released. 


Back to Barrier. 


After several brilliant passes and 
after the picadors and the banderillos 
had further enraged the animal, Bel- 
monte staged his daring act of kneel- 
ing before the deadly horns with his 
back to the talenqueria, the wooden 
barrier which incloses the colorful 
and dangerous spectacle. He touched 
the beast on the nose tauntingly. 
There was a terrifying charge and 
Belmonte flew up into the air and 
came down on the horns. Then he 
was again tossed high. 

Women screamed and tens of thou- 
sands rose to their feet. I held my 
breath and I actually believe my 
heart missed a dozen beats. The bull 
tore into the barrier and cut it to 
splinters, while Belmonte, wounded in 
the thigh, crawled to wafety. Then 
he rose, signalled for his sword, and 
despite his pain, made a nearly per- 
fect kill, showing his mastery over 
the infuriated bull. 

In Spain he would have been car- 
ried from the ring and _ paraded 
through the streets in triumph. “‘I was 
scared for a minute,” he told news- 
papermen afterwards, lying in bed 
after the fight. “It’s not easy to come 
back after seven years, even though 
I have tried to keep in practice on 
my farm. I've killed nearly 2,500 
bulls, so if the 2,501st gets me it will 
be a sort of justice. But, I don’t 
think he is born yet.”

| HEALTH TALKS |

PROTECTION OF HEALTH IN 

REDUCTION OF CORPULENCE. 

Two young women who reduced to 
the verge of spirituality to hold their 
jobs in the movies developed active 
tuberculosis and werg compelled to 
take the cure in a sanatorium for a 
year or two. One succumbed, the oth- 
er recovered. 

If a reduction regimen does not 
promote better health or at least 
spare the health of the patient from 
impairment, it does not deserve a mo- 
meut’s consideration. The only reason 
why physicians condemn a given re- 
duction treatment or method is that 
they know it endangers health. 

Certain methods which have en- 
joyed some degree of popularity 
among ignorant people depend ‘for 
their effects upon purgation. Whether 
the purgative or Jaxative employed 
is ordinary salts or some fancy kind 
of salts or mineral water, or whether 
it ie castor oil or an old familiar pill, 
it reduces weight only to the extent 
of the fluids it withdraws from the 
body tissues. That fluid is quickly 
replaced by fluid taken in water or 
foods in the next few hours. Of 
course if the laxative is taken re- 
peatedly over a prolonged period, in 
time the loss of weight so brought 
about will become permanent, and so 
will the loss of health brought abou: 
by the abuse. 

Besides seriously disturbing the 
fluid and mineral balance in the cells 
of the body, reduction treatment de- 
pending on laxative irritates the whole 
delicate lining of the gastro-intestinal 
tract, sets up colitis, shrinks the blood 
volume, interferes with the calcium 
and protein metabolism. 

Many persons cultivate the habit 
of taking some kind of salts regular- 
ly, even daily. This is unwise, except 
in cases where it ie desired to dehy- 
drate the body. In such cases the phy- 
sician’s judgment is essential. Salts 
of any sort, manufactured or obtained 
from nattral springs, are dehydrating 
agents, and their effects are essential- 
ly the effects of deprivation of water. 
In any case no good purpose can be 
served hy saline laxatives or purga- 
tives unless the fluid intake is regu- 
lated It is certainly unwise for a 
layman to restrict his fluid intake in 
any way. Only a physician can safe- 
ly or profitably manage such treat- 
ment. 

Where dehrdration is carried too 
far with saline laxatives a grave con- 
dition known as salt fever may de- 
velop. Instead of having a “cooling” 
influence on the blood, as many imag- 
ine, salts rather than physic make it 
harder for one to endure heat. 

Thyroid extract is the active in- 

redient in many obesity remedies. 

‘he use of thyroid is harmful to a 
normal person; it speeds up the 
heart, makes you feel “nervyous’ and 
apprehensive and trembly and pro- 
duces other toxic effects. In the great 
panic. of cases obesity or oversize 
is purely nutritional. In the relative- 
ly small number of cases in which 
obesity or oversize is due to ductless 
gland deficiencies, thyroid or pituitary 
or both, the use of the powerful gland 
extracts should be left entirely in 
the physician’s hands. Proper dietary 
or other measures may be beneficial 
along with the treatment of the.gland 
deficiency, and there is no reason 
why the victim of glandular obesity 
should not have the advantage of 
some such regime along with the 
ductless gland therapy.

HOLLYWOOD, Cal, July 18,— 
Whenever a director starts work on 


ground. There are many pitfalls and 
many problems. But, when a direc- 
tor starts to make a revival of a for- 
mer screen success, he treads on the 
most dangerous of all. 

As a general rule, I don’t like re- 
vivals. Of course, there are excep- 
tions. J 

The first great danger in a revival 
lies in the fact that, in its original 
form as a great screen hit (there 
would be no revival unless this had 
been the case), it towered above other 
picturés of its time. And, down 
through the years, audiences, remem- 
bering this, gilded it with a greater 
imaginary Degg one They forgot the 
details of the picture, but remembered 
its effect, which memory recalled as 
greater as each year rolled on. 

And, when the modern revival is 
made—it has to live up to.that recol- 
lection. 


For instance, “Birth of a Nation” 
is to this day remembered as one of 
the gréatest of epics. If you were to 
show it on the screen’ today, it 
wouldn't be liked by a modern audi- 
ence at all. But still it lives in mem- 
ory as great. 

It towered many times over other 
pictures of its time, and people re- 
member that. To make a revival of 
it, one would have to make one 20 


times better than any picture of to-| 


day—and today has some mighty hard 
pictures to “top.” 

Then, too, fashions change so swift- 
ly in stories. A story of 1915 prob- 
ably would not be suitable for today. 

There are exceptions. I made 
“Anna Christie” as a revival. But I 
had a number of advantages. In it 
were Garbo and Marie Dressler. Also, 
it was one of the first talking pic- 
tures, which enabled us to use a 
much newer technique. It turned out 
a great success and was adjudged one 
of the 10 hest pictures of the year. 

And still, when I looked at it the 
other day, I did not like it. It is old- 
fashioned today, what with the enor- 
mous strides in technique, improve- 
ment of sound and camera mechanism 
and changes in public taste. 


There is, however, one revival I 
would like to make. That is “Flesh 


and the Devil.” It was a big success 
as a silent picture, and I probably 
would have to live up to a lot of in- 
tensified memories of it. But the 
reason I think it can be made a great 
revival is this—every great dramatic 
situation in it involved the use of 
yery long written titles. When we 
substitute dialogue for these, we can 
have a far greater dramatic effect, 
which can compensate for the mem- 
ory, exaggerated by time, of the ef- 
fect of these scenes. 

Then, too, the story is a classic by 
Sudermann: a story as good today as 
the day it was written; a story that 
will be good a thousand years from 
now.

The 
overnment lately has been riding 
olding companies hard and the siate 
commissions are beginning to peer into 
the intricacies of holding companies. 

Hence it is highly significant to 
observe that the outline of a “new 
deal” in holding companies recently 
drafted by Charles A. McCulloch, re- 
ceiver for the Middle West. Utilities 
Company, a former Insull concern, 
has the approval of a school of 
thought represented by George C. Mat- 
thews, who recently was a member 
of the federal trade commission in 
charge of the holding company inves- 
tigations, 

Mr, Matthews has just been named 
by President Roosevelt to be a meia- 
ber of the securities exchange com- 
mission, but it is expected that when 
the recommendations are made by the 
federal trade commission to the next 
session of congress they will embody 
the views of Mr. Matthews. 

Purpose of Proposals. 

“The proposals of Mr. McCulloch,” 
Mr. Matthews said today, “are ob- 
viously designed to prevent some of 
the worst abuses which have existed 
in holding company financing and in 
the relations between holding or man- 
agement companies and their affil- 
iated operating companies. 

“The simple capital structure—lim- 
ited to one class of stock—should go 
a long way toward removing the pres- 
sure for payment of dividends by 
subsidiaries where earnings do not 
warrant such payment. 

“The plan to keep the servicing 
organizations at a minimu'm—to elim- 
inate profits for ~ servicing of sub- 
sidiaries—and to have the manage- 
ments of subsidiaries represented on 
the board of the holding company— 
seems to me an excellent one. 

“If such views as those announced 
by Mr. McCulloch had controlled dur- 
ing the period of rapid growth of our 
public utilities, many of the abuses 
which were brought to light by the 
federal trade commission investiga- 
tion would never have developed.” 

Thorough Experience. 

Mr. McCulloch’s views constituted 
a 17-point program derived from his 
experience in disentangling the affairs 
of the Middle West Utilities Com- 
pany, which is the largest utility 
holding company to be in receivership 
in America. 

“The holding company,” said Mr. 
McCulloch, “should henceforth be 
viewed as affected by the public inter- 
est, with officers, directors and con- 
trolling stock interests functioning as 
trustees, not alone for their security 
holders but for the public. 

“A simple corporate and financial 
structure—no bonds or other fixed in- 
terest bearing obligations; no pre- 
ferred stock with fixed dividend re- 
quirements. 

“Abolish all mystery as to the re- 
lationship between the operating com- 
panies and the holding company. 
Eliminate all secret agreements and 
expose to the fullest publicity the 
facts of the new wholesome relation- 


ship.” 
Contract Approval. 

Mr. McCulloch would require ap- 
proval by state commissions or by the 
appropriate regulatory body in the 
federal government of all contracts 
for management and supervision or 
involving engineering or financing or 
construction services. He insists that 
holding companies make no profit on 
services rendered to subsidiaries and 
should be on a cost basis only. He 
recommends that there should be a 
prohibition against diverting funds 
from operating companies to parent 
or affiliated companies and that ad- 
vances to officers, directors and others 
shall not be tolerated. 

Another suggestion is that the 
charter of holding companies should 
not permit it to deal in its own se- 
eurities or those of operating com- 
panies or affiliates “either to sup- 
port markets or make a profit.” 

Contracts would be awarded by 
open bidding advertised in advance, 
aud full information would be given 
quarterly to all stockholders as well 
as audits by independent certified 
firms of accountants, 

Old System’s Abuses. 

Mr. McCulloch’s views may not he 
shared entirely by men in the utility 
business who have had many more 
years than he has of practical con- 
tact with the many reasons why in- 
vestment credit was built up through 
the holding companies. The fact is 
that the abuses in the old system 
stand out like a sore thumb, while 
many of the reasons which led to the 
use of credit are not now, in the 
light of depression developments, 
viewed in the proper perspective. Thus 
many of the communities benefiting 
at present from relatively cheap elec- 
tric light and power would not have 
those advantages were it not for the 
principle of diversified risk which the 
holding company has established so 
effectively, not only in the ‘uthity 
business but in the business of pub- 
lishing chain newspapers or in the 
financing of local telephone compa- 
nies or in the building of our large 
transportation systems, 

The problem of how to get money 
with which to build up operating com- 
panies without waiting for funds 10 
be accumulated over a long period of 
years will always challenge the stu- 
dents of investment credit, theugh 
Mr. McCulloch has gone a long way 
toward pointing out how holding com- 
panies may get back into the good 
graces of the public.

Reason for Failure To Use 
State-Owned Land — 
Explained. 


Hugh Howell, special representative 
of the state of Georgia, and Max 
Elliott, associate counsel for the pub- 
lic works administration at Washing- 
ton, will leave -Atlanta today for 
Reidsville to complete the purchase 
of approximately 950 acres of land 
in Tattnall county on which the new 
state prison will be built with PWA 
funds, 

The state already owns a tract of 
7,000 acres there but the government 
cannot erect a building on land which 
is not owned by the: government, it 
was stated, therefore the federal gov- 
ernment is purchasing the additional 
land. ‘The state cannot, under the 
law, sell or give away land, and 


‘therefore none of the 7,000 acres al- 
| ready owned by Georgia can be used. 


Twenty-seven thousand dollars will 
be paid to owners of the tract, it was 
stated. The prison is to ‘be built by 
the. federal government at a_cost of 
$1,500,000 and will be leased by the 
state. It will be given over to the 
state when the total rentals have paid 
the original cost. Bids for construc- 
tion will be let soon, said Mr. Howell 
Wednesday.

If a child is trained in the habits 
of cleanliness, methodical care of 
clothes and room, and given cer- 
taim tasks in the house to perform 
which accustom them young to the 
idea hat they have work in the world, 
they will find association with other 
young people easier and take up their 
responsibilities in life infinitely more 
easily than if they leap straight from 
a home where everything has been 
done by mother and father for them, 
into an environment where they must 
depend on themselves. 

Once children begin to go to school, 
the attitude of the parents must be, 
if possible, that they are engaged in 
their first responsible piece of work. 
School is for them what work is for 
their fathers and mothers. For the 
time being it is their task in the 
world. If possible, there should be 
close co-operation between the hoine 
‘and the school so that parents will 
know what the teachers are trying to 
do for their children and co-operate 
with them in order that the children 
may get the best out of their school 
years. 

For this reason I have always felt 
that the parent-teacher associations 
are a very valuable asset to the life 
of the children during their school 
years. If it is possible for the par- 
ents and teachers to get together and 
agree on certain things for the chil- 
dren at this time, such for instance, 
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as regular hours for going to bed, 
school luncheons, no movies except 
over the week-ends, and the type o 
books that the children.shall read, I 
think we will find the early school 
years greatly increased value to all 
children. ; 

In considering a child's schooling, be 
sure to consider any natural apti- 
tudes which the child may have. ‘The 
child: may love music or art, and 
while the talent will not be sufficient 
to make it a professional occupation 
for the future, he should be encour- 
aged in school to develop this talent 
s0 that he may have more appreciation 
of beauty and achievement in these 
_arts, and perhaps develop an avocation 
‘which may bring a great deal -.of 
pleasure if no actual financial re- 
muneration. 

Some children have a gift for lan- 
guages, and if you discover that, they 
should be allowed to develop it as 
much as possible for it may be of 
great value to them later in life. All 
parents should remember that modern 
languages are best learned by little 
children, for then they can learn them 
entirely by ear just as they learn 


to talk and they know by instinct 
what is right and what is wrong, 
and they do not have to reason or 
remember innumerable rules of gram- 
mar. The accent in foreign languages 
is apt to be better if the language 
is acgnired in early youth.

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CHICAGO, July 18.—(/)—Higher 
quotations on all grains formed the 
rule today with corn and rye reaching 
new top records for the season, but 
with buyers increasingly cautious. 

The principal fresh upward impetus 
for values came from Canadian re- 
ports of severe damage to wheat crops 
of the prairie provinces largely as a 
result of widening drouth and exces- 
sive heat. Unofficial estimates today 
placed the 1934 probable production 
of wheat in these provinces as low 
as 228,000,000 bushels, against an 
expectation of 350,000,000 bushels a 
few weeks ago. 

Wheat closed firm, 3-8 to 7-8 above 
vesterday'’s finish, corn also 3-8 to 
7-8 up, oats unchanged to 1-4 higher, 
and provisions at 5 to 10 cents de- 
cline, 

From the outset, the wheat mar- 
ket here was bullishly influenced by 
Canadian official announcement that 
reports of crop conditions in the 
prairie provinces were pessimistic al- 
most without exception. 

Corn, oats and other grains reflect- 
ed knowledge of unabated heat and 
drouth southwest and west, with no 
relief in sight for the corn crop of 
that region. 

Provisions sagged late, responsive 
to action of hog values,

NANCY 
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Ann Makes Her Pocket of a Red, Red Apple . 
By FLORENCE La GANKE. 


It is just too bad that Ann is 


standing with her back to you for] 


you can’t see the adorable apple pocket 
which Nancy has attached to her 
summer pinafore. 

Ann is telilng her mother how nice 
she thinks it is. Lois and Ann went 
calling upon Nancy and Peter and 
after they had been there a short time 
Nancy sent Peter upstairs to her gift 
box where she kept surprise packages. 

She told him to get the one with 
a red polka dot paper and red rib-. 
bon tie. And when it was opened 
here was thia pinafore in white with 
red polka dots and with the red 
pocket. 

To get more than a peek at the 
pocket it is only necessary to follow 
the directions given below. They tell 
you how to procure a sheet of direc- 
tions with this pattern on it. 

When you get the directions you 
will see that the cket is made of 
the apple itself. ut the stem and 
leaves are worked directly upon the 
pinafore. Nancy used long and short 
stitch, She could have embroidered 
them solidly but she rather liked the 
more or less irregular band of green 
for the leaves and the brown for the 
stem. 

The apple was made of red ging- 
ham, fine enough in quality to go on 
the polka dotted dimity. 

She cut the apple double and turned 
in the edges all the way around. 
This prevented any raw edges at the 
top or stem end of the apple. Since 
this part of the fruit forms the open-

ing for the pocket it is necessary 
to have it free from raw edges. Nancy 
could have used one thickness only 
and had the vutline hemstitched on a 
commercial machine. In that case she 
would have cut the hem stitching to 
give her a finished picot edge. 

The pocket is attached firmly with 
machine stitching. 

At the base is a small cross in 
brown which represent the blossom 
end of the fruit.

not only in the trump suit, sufficient 
to stand repeated forces, but another 
long side suit in addition. When 
a player is fortunate enough to be 
favored with such distribution, he 
can make bids that otherwise would 
appear insane because contract has 
this in common with war, sooner or 
later the sheer weight of mere num- 
bers will destroy the superior strength 
of the honor cards. It is for this 
reason, among others, that freak hands 
such as the one illustrated below 
defy successful analysis, except upon 
the basis of seeing all the hands. 
lor myself. I admit a fondness for 
diamond suits of seven or more cards 
in length. I must also confess, how- 
ever, that on more than one occasion 
such hands have proved my undoing. 
For instance, during the Lenz-Cul- 
bertson match of 1932 I twice took 
penalties of 900, lured on by the long 
string of diamonds fairly well sprin- 
kled with honors. 

In today’s hand, however, in which 
North was favored with a most un- 
usual freak in the way of distribu- 
tion. there is no story of disaster, 
simply a mild penalty, and that suf- 
fered only by reason of the fact that 
his partner's hand contained no en- 
tries,

I shall not comment in detail on 
the bidding except to say that North 
did not take a very great chance, 
even with a constantly passing part- 
ner. His band, weak as it was in 
honors, was very powerful distribu- 
tionally, and the fact that neither 
opponent had bid spades suggested 
that his silent partner might have at 
least some length in that suit. The 
reason that North, in this case, failed 
to show his spade suit at the range 
of four and preferred instead to bid 
five diamonds for a sacrifice, was that 
he knew that with two void suits 
in his hand, both of which had been 
bid by an adversary, he could nwt 
stand the repeated forces. His choice 
was a wise one, as to attempt to 
play this hand in spades would have 
resulted in disaster. East’s decision 
to double diamonds rather than to con- 
tinue was probably wise, although by 
very careful play five hearts might 
be made. Despite the four trumps in 
the South hand East could still stand 
one force, and if he carefully guessed 
the club situation, would fulfill a 
contract of five. 

East opened a heart, and North 
ruffed. North, taking into consider- 
ation the combined holding of eight 
spades, knew that it would be impos- 
sible to enter dummy to take the 
diamond finesse. He was by no means 
certain that it would win in any 
event and-decided that his best plan 
of playing the hand was to lay down 
the ace of trumps. The king failed 
to drop, but now, knowing that only 
the high trump was out against the 
hand, he proceeded to lead spades and 
lost the ace and king of spades and 
the king of diamonds. 

The hand, of course, could be made 
if North could find any means of en- 
try to the dummy for one lead 
through the singly guarded trump 
king. 

Freak hands, as I have said, are 
laws unto themselves. They are wel- 
comed by all players because they fur- 
nish relief from the drab monotony 
of such distributions as 4-3-3-3 and 
4-4-3-2: and they often yield sur- 
prising results. Consider for a mo- 
ment how a slight change would have 
permitted North to have fulfilled his 
contract. Had South held only the 
queen and one spade, instead of three 
spades altogether, North would have
